Coordinated by the Student Involvement Committee of the 
Nurses Alumni Association, this valuable program matches 
nursing students with alumni so students can have someone to 
talk with about the field of nursing. The goal is to give 
students the benefit of professional advice and an appreciation 
for what it means to be a graduate of Rush’s nursing program. 

In this inaugural year, registration was limited to first-year 
students and alumni who work at the Medical Center. Because 
of its overwhelming success, the program will be expanded 
next year to include all nursing students. 

The Student Involvement Committee will continue to 
encourage alumni who work at Rush to participate as mentors. 
“Involving those who work right here at Rush seems only 
logical,” said Student Involvement Committee Chairperson 
Kim Rohan (Rush ’84). “In fact, I feel the accessibility of these 
alumni to the students has been a positive force in the 
program’s success,” she said. 

All alumni and students involved in the Liaison Program are 
encouraged to attend events like the ice cream social as a way 
to maintain contact with each other. They will also be asked 
to participate in other gatherings designed specifically for the 
Liaison Program. The committee hopes that both groups will 
establish a relationship that lasts while the student is at Rush— 
and beyond. 

All indicators point to a successful program. First-year 
student Michael Belluso was overheard saying, “This is great! I 
couldn’t have found better mentors, even if I selected them 
myself.”

From 
the Dean

The eight million health care workers who deliver, 
manage, and direct the institutions and practices that 
provide care in the United States have received a strong 
directive from the Pew Health Professions Commission in its 
October 1991 report entitled, “Healthy America: Practitio- 
ners for 2005.” 

In the report, an interdisciplinary group of 27 health 
experts drawn from both the public and private sectors 
expressed their belief that the education of health profes- 
sionals is out of step with the evolving health needs of the 
American people. 

The report lists 17 practitioner competencies necessary 
for the year 2005. Caring for the community’s health is the 
first competency listed. Others include: emphasizing 
primary care, participating in coordinated care, involving 
patients and families in the decision-making process, 
promoting healthy lifestyles, and participating in a racially 
and culturally diverse society. 

Rush College of Nursing has been moving in this direc- 
tion, and now we are ready to initiate our formal program 
in primary health care nursing through the expansion of 
nurse-practitioner programs in community health, pediat- 
rics, and gerontology. 

Supporting the recommendations of the report, this 
primary health care nursing program will have a compre- 
hensive curriculum with an out-of-hospital focus that gives 
nurses expanded abilities and new attitudes to meet 
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society’s health care needs. It is exciting to observe the 
College of Nursing taking the lead in redefining the role 
and preparation of practitioners for the 21st century. New 
students will be enrolled in the beginning class in the fall of 
1992: 

Other interesting advancements and changes have 
occured that relate to our students. Two new student 
committees, the Student/Faculty Advisory Committee and 
the Student Scholarship Committee, have been extremely 
effective this year. The students are highly motivated in this 
new role and their recommendations to faculty and admin- 
istration vis-a-vis student learning, academic life, and career 
planning have been invaluable. 

_ Some other things are new: Convocation this year will be 
bigger and include more activities than last year, based on 
what we learned from our first convocation. This June we 
will have a convocation speaker, Dr. Larry Burton, Chair- 
man of the Department of Religion, Health and Human 
Values at Rush. 

In addition, we will give out more student appreciation 
awards and publish a yearbook, the first for the College. 
Congratulations to the Class of 1992 for getting this job 
done. We are also initiating a faculty/student dinner pro- 
gram. Interested faculty may invite students for dinner, 
either at their homes or at restaurants. This warm atmo- 
sphere enhances understanding, kinship, and mutual 
enjoyment between students and faculty. 

In the area of research, we are proud to announce 
another highly funded research award. Dr. Diane Cronin- 
Stubbs, Professor, Department of Gerontological Nursing, 
has received a grant award of $372,719 over a five-year 
period from the National Institutes of Mental Health. She 
will conduct research on managing cognitive impairment in 
the hospitalized elderly. Our research agenda continues to 
grow. 

On the hospital side, nursing experienced a successful 
evaluation report from the Joint Commission on the 
Accreditation of Healthcare Organizations in December. 
Progress has been made on our new model for patient- 
centered care as new bedside computers and wireless 
communication technologies are put in place. The 
reorganization of the role of nurse caregivers and 
support staff continues to undergird our philosophy of 
primary nursing. We also believe that we can increase 
the effectiveness of our professional nurses. Therefore, 
we are changing our skill mix of RNs to non-RNs to a 
ratio of 85:15. Responsible management dictates that we 
explore skill mixes that decrease costs while maintaining 
quality care. 

On the organizational front, we are interacting with 
new medical leadership in the hospital. The new Vice 
President for Medical Affairs and Dean of the College of 
Medicine is Dr. Roger Bone, former Chairperson of the 
Department of Medicine at Rush. 

Finally, we must bid farewell to Dr. Janet Moore, 
Associate Vice President and Associate Dean of Nursing. 
After 12 years at Rush, Dr. Moore has chosen to move in 
new career directions. She has been a pillar of strength 
and direction for nursing. We will miss her sorely. We 
are a better institution for having experienced Janet’s 
leadership, and we wish her the best. She will be in our 
thoughts as we reach for the agenda for the year 2005.

Updates from the 
College of Nursing 


William T. Lecher, M.S., M.B.A., R.N., presented a paper 
titled “Identification and Treatment of Hospitalized Alco- 
holic Patients by Nurses” at the 5th annual meeting of the 
National Institutes of Mental Health International Research 
Conference on the Classification, Recognition and Treat- 
ment of Mental Disorders in General Medical Settings, 
which was held in Bethesda, Maryland. 

Carol Kohn, D.N.Sc. (Rush ’85 and 90), OR/surgical 
nursing, spoke on “Enteral nutrition support for the 90’s: 
Innovation in nutrition technology and techniques” at the 
Ross Laboratories 12th Roundtable on Medical Issues, which 
was held in Hilton Head, South Carolina. 

Joan Uebele, OR/surgical nursing, was presented the 
outstanding Alumni Award by North Central College in 
Naperville, Illinois. 

A team of Rush researchers, headed by Pam Duchene, 
Ph.D., R.N., (Rush '87) has developed an educational 
program designed to teach nurses how to motivate patients 
to do more self-care. The program was offered to 220 
nurses at 10 Illinois sites. Sixty percent of the nursing 
homes and 20 percent of the home-health agencies that 
used the program showed significant increases in nurses’ 
efforts to promote self-care behavior. The team’s findings 
were reported at the November meeting of the 
Gerontological Society of America. 

As clinical specialist of Rush’s Comprehensive Functional 
Assessment Program (CFA), Pauline Koch (Rush ’91) 
coordinates a community-based program designed to assist 
elderly patients and their families. A physician, nurse, and 
social worker work as a team to assess the patient’s prob- 
lems and, in conjunction with the patient’s stated goals, 
help plan a strategy to enhance the patient’s well-being. 

Marion E. Broome, Ph.D., R.N., maternal-child nursing, 
presented two papers—“Pediatric pain: The state of the art,”

Hands-on nursing and family — the 
two are inextricably linked for Rush 
senior nursing student Betsy Cannon. 
Cannon’s interest in nursing stems, in 
part, from three years as a Peace Corps 
volunteer in the Dominican Republic. 
The deaths of two family members also 
spurred her to pursue a nursing career. 

“Things happen in life that are not 
ideal,” she says. “Until I was 25, I had 
never been to a funeral. But my own 
personal experiences of growing older 
and living life have turned me toward 
nursing. My priorities shifted. I had a 
need to expand my horizons and give 
something back.” 

Cannon, 31, is not a typical nursing 
student. In 1982, she earned a bach- 
elor of arts degree in political science 
from Eastern Illinois University in 
Charleston. With a minor in Spanish 
and a fascination with travel and

politics, she dreamed of a career in 
the foreign service. So in 1983, the 
21-year-old joined the Peace Corps. 

For the first 18 months, Cannon lived 
in sparse accommodations along the 
Haiti and Dominican Republic border. 
“There was no electricity, running water 
or roads. My first ‘vehicle’ was a burro,” 
she says, laughing. 

Although Cannon didn’t realize it at 
the time, she thrived on teaching basic 
health and nutrition to impoverished 
women and children. Working 12- 
hour days, she tried to improve their 
quality of life. She helped dig 30 fresh- 
water wells, planted vegetable gardens 
and organized a national course on

rehydration that was taught to health 
care practitioners. 

Cannon then served as a Peace 
Corps volunteer coordinator in Santo 
Domingo, where she met and married 
a Dominican man. Upon returning to 
the United States, her world began to 
unravel. 

In August of 1986, she lost her 
three-month-old son, Alexander, to 
sudden infant death syndrome. A 
month later, her mother was diagnosed 
with inoperable lung cancer. She died 
at the end of December. A year later, 
her marriage collapsed and she nearly 
died from an upper respiratory disease. 
She continues to grapple with chronic 
asthma. 

A deep faith in God, a positive 
attitude and the support of her family 
and friends have helped Cannon 
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endure these tough times and today, 
things look brighter. In December, 
she’ll wed James DuCanto, M.D., 

a 1992 Rush Medical College graduate. 
And, on June 12, she’ll earn her 
nursing degree. She hopes to work 
in pediatrics. 

Cannon says her path to a nursing 
career has been challenging. She 
completed two years of prerequisite 
classes at McHenry County College in 
Crystal Lake, Illinois, while working full 
time as a retail store manager. “I had 
zero free time,” she recalls, “but I was 
determined to become a nurse.” 

Her hard work and perseverance 
have been rewarded. At Rush, she 
earned clinical honors in obstetrics and 
pediatrics. She also was awarded an 
Elizabeth Douglass Shorey Endowed 
Scholarship and a Washington Square 
Health Foundation Scholarship. 

The political science undergraduate 
credits one of her mother’s caregivers, 
Carolyn Wessel Helf, B.S.N., R.N. 
(Pres. ’57 and Rush ’87), an oncology 
nurse on 10 Kellogg, for inspiring her 
to adopt a new career. “Carolyn is 
much more than a skillful nurse. She 
was a true friend to my mother,” says 
Cannon. “They talked endlessly about 
family and Carolyn helped my mother 
prepare for her death. She was so 
genuine and caring and I can remem- 
ber thinking, ‘If only I could love what 
I do that much.” 

Helf says she was “overwhelmed 
with the honor” that Cannon chose to 
study nursing because of her example. 
They continue to stay in touch since 
Helf is also Cannon’s mentor in the 
Nursing Alumni Liaison Program. This 
program provides opportunities for 
students to obtain guidance from 
alumni about careers in nursing. 

Helf concludes: “Betsy is kind, 
caring, bright and hardworking. She'll 
make a terrific nurse.”

Enrollment at all-time high 

The College of Nursing entered its 20th academic year 

in September. This past June, we conferred 164 degrees, 
to bring the college’s cumulative total of graduates since 
1975 to 2,838 — 1,737 B.S., 1,000 M.S., 26 N.D. and 75 
D.N.Sc. Overall enrollment for 1992 totaled 480, an eight 
percent gain over last year. At 10 percent, our enrollment 
of men was significantly higher than the national average 
of 3 percent. 

This year, 77 and 45 students, respectively, are enrolled 
in two of the newest programs — the graduate entry level 
program and the doctor of nursing degree program. The 
summer doctoral program, which enables nursing faculty at 
colleges with nine-month appointments to earn a doctorate 
over the summer, continues to be popular. A record 27 
summer doctoral students, including 13 new students, 
enrolled from cities as widely separated as Fort Collins, 
Colorado; Spokane, Washington; and Detroit, Michigan. 


Ninety-four percent pass licensure exam 

I am also pleased to announce that 94 percent of our students 
who took the Illinois National Council Licensure Examination 
in July passed the arduous two-day test. This surpasses our 
1991 pass rate of 91 percent. Congratulations to the students 
and to the faculty who taught them so effectively. 
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Washington Square funds nursing education 

I am pleased to report that the Washington Square Health 
Foundation has once again funded scholarships for two of 
our undergraduate nursing students. Joyce Clark and Anne 
Stachnick were selected for their exemplary academic 
records, financial need and volunteer service to the commu- 
nity. The Chicago-based Washington Square Health Founda- 
tion provides scholarships to select nursing schools for 
outstanding students who intend to practice in the Chicago 
area after graduation. 


Review reconfirms college’s excellence 
As you may know, Cheryl Easley, Ph.D., R.N., chairperson for 
community health nursing, is serving as interim associate 


‘dean for educational programs. Under her competent 


leadership, the faculty are hard at work developing a detailed 
strategic plan for the college that complies with the accredita- 
tion standards of the National League for Nursing and the 
strategic plan for the division of nursing. 

This fall, the Board of Overseers of Rush University 
requested a benchmark review of its four colleges. We were 
compared to two other similar nursing programs in the 
country with respect to student enrollment, program comple- 
tion, faculty, financial management and accomplishments. 
The outcome of the review reconfirmed the fact that the 
college provides a good return on investment and maintains a 
national reputation for excellence in education, research, 
patient care and contributions to the profession. 


Faculty accolades 

Diane Cronin-Stubbs, Ph.D., R.N., professor of gerontological 
nursing, and Deborah Gross, D.N.Sc., R.N. (Rush 83), 
associate professor of psychiatric nursing, were accepted into 
the prestigious American Academy of Nursing. Twelve Rush 
faculty members are now fellows of the academy. 

I would also like to recognize and welcome Diane 
LaRochelle, Ph.D., R.N., professor and chairperson of medical 
nursing. A highly qualified administrator, teacher, author and 
researcher, Dr. LaRochelle will supervise our largest clinical 
department which has more than 300 beds, including 53 
critical care beds. 

We must also acknowledge 12 of our staff nurses who, in 
the wake of Hurricane Andrew in late August, went to Florida 
to relieve nursing staff who had been working continuous 12- 
hour shifts. Our nurses pitched in wherever they were 
needed — on the maternity floor, the medical/surgical floor 
and in the emergency room. Air transportation was provided 
by Sears, Roebuck & Co. 


Hospital reorganization 

The big news of the fall was the reorganization of the hospital 
under a senior vice president of hospital affairs. This effort to 
bring the corporate budget in alignment with Rush’s plans for 
growth and development supports our model of nursing 
which includes shared governance, and unifies education, 
practice and research. Nursing’s continued involvement and 
expertise in developing the operational plans for the reorgani- 
zation is necessary and assured. 

In conclusion, the college is doing what it does best — 
imparting knowledge, making new discoveries through 
research, engaging in clinical practice and serving the univer- 
sity and profession at the highest level. Best wishes for a 
happy, healthy holiday season.
